tary and G. P. Hunt as treasurer 
and assistant secretary . 
The new board, it will be re­ 
called, was appointed by May or 
Bebout to fill out the unex pired 
term s of the former members of 
the board who resigned. 
The board will have 
direct 
operation and supervision of the 
city 
hospital, 
and 
plans for 
opening the instituion will 
be 
made soon. On account of the 
Christm as season and the busy 
rush of things now, no effort will 
be made to open the institution 
until sometime in January , it 
was stated today by Dr. Wooden. 
The board will negotiate with 
Mrs. Abe Elrod, it was under­ 
stood, in an effort to secure her 
as superintendent or head nurse 
for the institution. Mrs. Elrod 
had considerable ex perience in 
the operation 
of the 
hospital 
when owned by Dr. J. C. Sex ton. 
Dr. Wooden, as secretary of 
the health board, declared today 
th a t there was much sickness in 
Rushville, bordering on influen­ 
za but so far the cr.ses had not 
assumed the aspect of any ser­ 
ious form of the malady . 
The cases are not oeing re­ 
ported as influenza by the a t­ 
tending phy sicians, and will not 
be reported until they 
assume 
proportions of a serious nature. 
W hen cases are reported as in­ 
fluenza, the law compels 
strict 
q uarantine, and reports are ne­ 
cessary for such to be made to 
the state departm ent of health.

IMMIGRATION LAWS IN EUROPE 
The quota restriction on immigration, which 
was introduced in this country to check the flow 
of foreigners, is now being adopted all ov er 
Europe, where new problems of that nature are 
being created by industrial growth on the con­ 
tinent. 
When 
Secretary of Labor 4 Dav is was in 
Europe recently on a tour of study of labor condi­ 
tions, he estimated that 5,000,000 Europeans and 
Asiatics were waiting for their turn to come into 
America and if the bars were lifted tomorrow 
ev ery ocean liner would be filled on ev ery west­ 
bound passage for 18 months with nothing but 
immigrants and still the tide would flow west­ 
ward. 
France today finds herself in much the same 
position the United States was in a few years 
ago. She had enough work for her own popula­ 
tion but not enough for the unemployed of all 
Europe and England. 
Consequently 
she 
has 
erected bars, without any fuss and as quietly as 
possible. 
Italy is doing the same thing. A Frenchman 
who wants to go to Italy to work finds his way 


barred with ¿Hough red tape to trip him unless 
he is a specialist in some particular trade which 
Italy particularly needs. Spain is ready to export, 
rather than import labor, and taxes are lev ied 
so as to discourage foreign laborers. 
England long ago barred Continental work­ 
ers, for her own unemployed are prov iding a 
problem which sev eral successiv e gov ernments 
hav e been unable to solv e. 
Labor leaders all ov er Europe openly blame 
America -for the condition, but gov ernment 
officials cannot blame the United States for the 
immigration stand she took. When the bars of 
American ports were lev elled against mass mov e­ 
ments of labor from abroad into the United 
States, there was created a v ast labor surplus 
which is today estimated at 10,000,000 on the 
Continent, outside of Russia, and in the British 
Isles. 


LOOKING AHEAD 
A graphic picture of the adv ance of public 
education in the United States is contained in 
the report of the United States commissioner of 
education, just issued. 
This report shows that the country has a 
total of 28,296,484 pupils in elementary schools, 
colleges and univ ersities. The total cost of m ain­ 
taining the public school system—not counting 
the colleges and univ ersities—is $2,026,308,190 an ­ 
nually. This cost has doubled three times since 
1903. 
High school enrollments hav e more than 
doubled since 1920. 
Figures such as these are leassuring. A 
nation which dev otes itself to public education 
in that manner cannot, surely, be accused of 
failing to look to the future.

Chicago—(/P)—Prophets 
who 
foredoomed Chicago to obscurity 
as a money m art have revised 
their guesses. 
La Salle street—grain capital, 
public utility center and 
the 
home of one of the world’s fast­ 
est growing financial ex changes 
—has begun to assert itself 
at 
the family council with Wall 
street and Mincing Lane. 
Outer 
manifestations 
of 
a 
prosperous maturity began 
to 
appear along the street a dozen 
y ears ago with the erection of 
the Continental 
and Commer­ 
cial bank, the Federal Reserve 
sky scraper and the monumental 
Illinois Merchants bank 
build­ 
ing. All clustered about the an­ 
cient board of trade, the magnet 
that had drawn 
them to La 
Salle street. Not long ago the 
stock ex change signalized a phe­ 
nomenal awakening by moving 
into the new State bank; build­ 
ing. 
During 
the upswing of the 
great bull market the first six 
months of this y ear, the Chi­ 
cago Ex change boomed 
along 
with the remarkable orgy in 
stock buy ing and selling and the 
first six months' 
busin6ss 
of 
1928 constituted a record. 
The dingy , famous old land­ 


mark, the 
Chicago 
board 
of 
trade building, is passing and in 
its place will rise a $10,000,000 
white limestone edifice, its 41 
stories towering at the head of 
La Salle street. 
Ninety -three y ears ago Chica­ 
go’s first bank set the sty le by 
taking rooms in a La Salle street 
building, but it was the building 
of the board of trade in 1883 
that set the forces of gravity de­ 
finitely working in the jstreet’s 
favor. 
Today the banks are strategi­ 
cally located in an area flanked 
on the east by the world’s great­ 
est retail center; *on the west 
and north by a great wholesale 
and commission market, and bj 
the pivotal point of the nation’s 
railway s on the south. 
There was no hint of greatness 
in the street of 1852, when one of 
Chicago’s early banks was open­ 
ed then by Seth Paine, an ad­ 
vocate of spiritualism. 
In » the hall above 
his bank 
Paine and his friends gathered 
in seances to cal), on the shade 
of 
Alex ander Hamilton 
for 
financial advice. 
Perhaps this counsel was not 
sound, for the bank failed—but 
perhaps the failure was due to 
the rigid tenets Paine prescrib­ 


ed. His banking rules 
included 
the following: 
“We loan to no one 
to pay 
debts. 
“We loan to no one to aid in 
murder of any thing which has 
life. 
“We loan nothing on real es­ 
tate—believing that real estate 
cannot be bought and sold and 
that possession with use is the 
only title. 
“We loan nothing to aid in 
making or selling intox icating 
liquors or tobacco in any of its 
forms.” 
That was in 1852. Today , in 
the quadrangle of a dozen blocks 
centering about La Salle street, 
banks with deposits of more 
than $2,000,000,000 
are 
doing 
business and hundreds of brok­ 
ers maintain offices. 
Over the tables and in the pits 
of the board of trade 400,000,000 
bushels of wheat alone are trad­ 
ed y early . 
The stock ex change, 
already 
known as the greatest center of 
trading in public utility securi­ 
ties, is beginning to assume an 
air of importance, with its 200 
per cent growth in transactions 
and 1,500 per cent advance in 
membership values during 
the 
last y ear.

When Secretary of Labor, Davis was in 


Europe recently on a tour of study of labor condi- 
tions, he estimated that 5,000,000Europeans and, 
Asiatics were waiting for their turn to come into 
America and if the bars were lifted tomorrow 
every ocean liner would be filled on every west- 
bound passage for 18 months with nothing but 
immigrants and still the tide would flow west- 
ward. 


France today finds herself in much the same 


position the United States was in a few years 
ago. She had enough work for her own popula- 
tion but not enough for the unemployed of all 
Europe and England. Cpnsequently she has 
erected bars, without any'fuss and as quietly as 
possible.

When the bars of 
American ports were levelled against mass move- 
ments of'labor from abroad into, the United 
States, there was created a vast labor 'surplus 
which is today estimated at 10,000,000 on ;the 
Continent, outside of Russia, and in the'British 
Isles.

LOOKING AHEAD 


A graphic picture of the advance of public 


education in the United States is contained in 
the report of the United States commissioner of 
education, just issued. 


This report shows that the country has a 


total of 28,296,484 pupils in elementary schools, 
colleges and universities. The total cost of main- 
taining the public school system—not counting 
the colleges and universities—is $2,026,308,190 an- 
nually. This cost has doubled three times since 
1903. High.school enrollments have more than 
doubled since 1920. 


Figures such as . these are reassuring. A 


nation which devotes itself to public education 
in that manner cannot, - surely, be accused of 
failing to look to the future. 


The crime bill in this country is estimated 


at three billion dollars annually, not counting the 
per diem fees of expert alienists.

'The 
department has considered that the 
railroads, which in, early times 
made the development of the parks 
possible, first sh>iild ,JJe heard in 
this connection. It has Ibeen pro- 
posed that they be permitted to 
build airports wtlhin the park lines 
near railroad terminals and to land 
passenges in the park at those air- 
ports, granting to private airplanes 
the use of such airports, with, a 
proper service charge.'*,

trade building, is passing and in 
its place will rise a $10,000,000 
white limestone edifice, its 41 
stories towering at the head of 
La Salle street.

of the board of trade in 1883 
that set the forces of gravity de- 
finitely ' Corking in -the jstree fs 
favor.

Today the banks are strategi- 


cally located in an area flanked 
on the. east by .the world's great- 
est retail center; on the west 
and north by a great wholesale 
and commission market, and by 
the pivotal point of the nation's 
railways on the south. 


There was no hint of greatness 


in the street of 1852, when one of 
Chicago's early banks was open- 
ed then by Seth Paine, an ad- 
vocate of spiritualism.

Alexander Hamilton 
for 


financial advice. 


Perhaps this counsel was not 


sound, for the bank failed—but 
perhaps the failure was due to 
the rigid tenets Paine prescrib- 


ed. His banking rules included 
the fol^wing: 


"We loan to no one' to pay 


debts.

"We loan nothing on real es
